Deputy 
Cartmill’s radio car Was parked west of Deputies Watters and Deaville and closer to the 
south curbline directly adjacent to the driveway at | БСА St. (refer Exhibit В, Е 
& Н). Numerous’shell casings were seen in the area of the shooting. A large butcher 
knife was seen lying on the ground near the area where Suspect Delgado’s clothes had 
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been removed to facilitate medical treatment (refer Exhibit Е). A taser cartridge was 
seen in at the rear of a parked vehicle east of the incident scene (refer Exhibit I).

Deputy Watters said-that he was assigned to Unit 111B, with a ride-along deputy, Witness 
Deputy Timothy Langdon, “EE. working the city of Lancaster. He was wearing a Sheriff s 
Department Class “B” uniform with Sam Brown gun belt and ceiving a marked Sheriff s 
Department black and white radio car. ` 


Deputy Watters said that he received a radio call of a spousal assault occurring at г КСС" 


St., Lancaster. The call was updated and now informed him that the suspect was returning to the 
location to harm the children. He and his “sister” car 111N, Deputy Deaville, were instructed to 
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о О 


respond Code 3 which he and Deputy Deaville complied with. Deputy Deaville was in front of 
him when they arrived at the intersection of 5" St. East and Kettering St. He saw Deputy 
Deaville stop and contact Witness Ш. who was standing on the southeast corner. 
A conversation occurred between Witness Mand Deputy Deaville, but he was unable to 
hear what was said. Witness [entered Deputy Deaville’s radio car and they both drove 
east on Kettering St. 


Deputy Watters said he-heard someone yell, “There he is, there he is, he’s got a knife.” Hearing 
this he stopped his radio car to the right of and adjacent to Deputy Deaville, who had also 
stopped, across from Kettering St (refer Exhibit G). He saw the suspect, holding a knife, 
standing behind a vehicle which was parked in the driveway of that location, approximately 10 to 
15 yards from his position. He quickly exited his radio car and began ordéring the suspect to 
drop the knife. The suspect stated “Fuck you, what dre you going to do, shoot me?” At this 
point, due to the street lights illuminating the area so well, he dropped his flashlight in order to 
place both hands on his weapon for better control. The suspect walked down the driveway 

. toward the front of Deputy Deaville’s radio car and Deputy Deaville walked to the rear in order 
to create distance between the suspect and himself. As the suspect was standing at the front of 
Deputy Deaville’s radio car, the suspect began focusing his attention on him (Deputy Watters) 
who was standing 5 to 7 yards away. At this time he saw a female standing in a doorway in.a 
direct line behind the suspect. Feeling threatened and needing to remove the female from his line 
of fire, he told the female to go into the house and he backed away ordering the suspect to drop 
his knife. The suspect ignored the order and walked to the north sidewalk, then west to a vehicle 
parked on the street against the north curb line in front of Mi Kettering St. At this time he 
broadcast emergent radio traffic that a man with a knife was being detained. Immediately after 
this broadcast, he saw Deputy Cartmill drive east on Kettering St. 


` As he focused his attention on the suspect, he heard what sounded like Deputy Cartmill’s door 
open. He then heard Deputy Deaville ask someone to get a taser. At this point he was standing.7 
to 10 feet from Deputy Cartmill’s radio car, Deputy Deaville was standing a couple of feet to his 
right and the suspect was still standing near the parked vehicle approximately 7 to 10 yards 
northwest of his position. He saw Deputy Cartmill run up, point a taser at the suspect and yell 
“taser.” He said he heard the taser cycling, but did not see a projectile or any wires shoot out of 
the taser gun. He saw Deputy Cartmill look at the taser, shake it several times, remove the taser 
cartridge and throw it to the ground (refer Exhibit I). Deputy Cartmill ran back to his vehicle 
and entered the driver’s door, placing his back to the suspect. Deputy Cartmill’s actions 
appeared to agitate the suspect, who, “with a determined look on his face,” began walking toward - 
Deputy Cartmill (refer Exhibit H). ` 


Deputy Watters began ordering the suspect to stop and put the knife down, which were ignored 
by the suspect. Deputy Cartmill’s back was to the suspect and appeared to be looking for- 
something in the front of his radio car, unaware of the suspect’s aggressive actions toward him. 
He yelled “stop” several more times to the suspect; however, the suspect still refused to comply. 
Fearing for Deputy Cartmill's safety, he told Deputy Deaville that he was going to shoot and then 
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fired three rounds at the suspect as he heard Deputy Deaville, who was standing to his right, also 
fire his weapon. The suspect stepped back and then fell to the ground.

Deputy Deaville said that he was assigned to Unit 111N, working the city of Lancaster. He was 
wearing a Sheriff’s Department Class “A” uniform with Sam Brown gun belt and driving a 
marked Sheriff's Department black and white radio car. 


Deputy Deaville said that he received a radio call of a “Battery Now” а{ Kettering St., 
Lancaster. He and his sister саг 111N, Deputy Watters, were directed to respond Code 3. As 
they responded the call was updated to a corporal injury on a spouse and the suspect was armed 
with a knife.As he reached the comer'of 5" St. East and Kettering St. he saw a little girl, Witness 

He stopped and contacted Witness. who advised him that her | 
ШШШ had told her to run from the house. She also told him that the suspect was 
armed with'a knife. He requested Witness uu to enter his radio car and then drove east on 
Kettering St. with Deputy Watters behind him. 


As he approached the location of the radio call, he heard a male voice yell, “He’s right there and 
he has a knife.” He stopped his radio car and immediately saw the suspect standing to his north, 
approximately 15 feet north of his vehicle, with a knife.in his hand. The suspect appeared 
extremely upset and angry, causing him to quickly exit his radio car and draw his weapon. As he 
verbally contacted the suspect he saw Deputy Watters stop to the north of his vehicle and exit the 
radio car. 


Upon contacting the suspect both he and Deputy Watters continually ordered the suspect to put 
his knife on the ground. The suspect refused to comply, stating, “Fuck you, just shoot me.” The 
suspect walked down from the top of the driveway toward the front of his radio car. As the 
suspect did this, he retreated to the rear of the radio car to put distance between himself and the 
suspect. As the suspect was ordered to put his knife down, he became more tense and agitated. 
As this was occurring, Deputy Cartmill arrived and parked his radio car west of his and Deputy , 
Watters radio cars. Upon Deputy Cartmill’s arrival, the suspect focused his attention on Deputy. 

‚ Cartmill and began walking toward Deputy Cartmill past him (Deputy Deaville). He and Deputy 
Watters continued ordering the suspect to drop his knife to which the suspect continued to 
respond, “Fuck you, you’re going to have to shoot me.” 


As Deputy Cartmill exited his vehicle, he heard Deputy Watters yell to get the taser. Deputy - 
Cartmill approached the suspect holding a taser and he heard Deputy Watters yell, “tase him, tase 
him.” Deputy Cartmill, from a distance of approximately 15 feet, deployed the taser and 
although he could hear the taser cycling, he did not see the dart or wires discharge from the gun. 
Deputy Cartniill appeared to struggle with the taser, then retreat to his radio car, entering the 
vehicle from the driver’s door in an apparent attempt to locate something. The suspect, still 
focused on Deputy Cartmill, began aggressing toward Deputy Cartmill, who had his back turned 
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; to the area of the radio cars and stopped his vehicle. He immediately exited his radio car and saw

to the suspect. Seeing that the suspect was now within 5 to 8 feet of Deputy Cartmill, he feared 
for Deputy Cartmill's safety and fired his weapon, simultaneously hearing Deputy Watters begin 
firing his weapon. The suspect took a couple steps backward and fell to the ground. The suspect 
was taken into custody and paramedics were called. 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Richard Cartmill, A 


Deputy Cartmill said that immediately after briefing on the day of the incident, he went to his 
marked black and white radio car and checked his Mobile Data Terminal for activity in his area. 
He saw that Units 111B and 111N were handling a spousal abuse call at [i Kettering St. Due 
to the fact that the location was close to the station, he responded to that location to back'up 
those units. 


As he turned east on Kettering St., he heard a request for assistance which also included the 
information that the suspect was armed with a knife. He saw radio cars in the street, proceeded 


that the suspect was holding а large butcher knife in his hand. He said that the suspect appeared 
to'be “keyed up” and agitated. He could smell О. С. spray in the air‘and assumed that someone 
had attempted to control the suspect with the spray. He heard Deputies Deaville and Watters 
continuously giving the suspect commands to drop his knife to which the suspect replied 
numerous times, “Fuck you, shoot me.” 


As he exited his radio car he heard Deputy Deaville say “tase him.” He entered his radio car and 
retrieved his taser. He confronted the suspect from a distance of approximately 10 to 15 feet and 
attempted to deploy the taser; however, the taser did not deploy, noting that the taser was cycling, 
but the barbs and wires had not shot from the gun. He examined the taser, saw that it had 
malfunctioned and removed the faulty cartridge, throwing it to the ground (refer Exhibit I). He 
re-entered his radio car to retrieve a new cartridge and while leaning into his vehicle, heard 
Deputy Watters say, “I’m going to shoot him.” When he heard Deputy Watters, he dropped the 
taser, removed his weapon from it’s holster and was in the process of turning back toward the 
suspect when he heard several gunshots. When he faced the suspect he saw him stagger and fall 
to the ground. The suspect was taken into custody and Paramedics were summoned. He said 
that the suspect was given multiple opportunities to comply with the deputies commands, but 
ignored them all’ 


Deputy Timothy Langdon, MINI 


Deputy Langdon said that he is assigned to PDC North and was on а ride-along with Deputy- 
Watters on the night of the incident. He was wearing civilian attire with his Sheriff's badge 
attached to his belt and armed with his 9MM Berretta. 
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Deputy Langdon said that Deputy Watters responded, along with Deputy Deaville, to a spousal 
assault call at [Kettering St. When they arrived at the intersection of 5" St. East and 
Kettering, they stopped and he saw Deputy Deaville talking with a female black juvenile 
(Witness , who was standing on the southeast corner. Witness] entered Deputy 
Deaville’s radio car and they proceeded east on Kettering St. As they approached the location, he 
heard someone yelling something, but he was unable to hear what was being said. Deputy 
Deaville stopped his vehicle and Deputy Watters stopped their vehicle to the right of Deputy 
Deaville. He exited the radio car and immediately saw the suspect standing to the north, holding 
a large knife. -He heard the suspect yelling “Just fucking kill me, just fucking shoot me...what are 
you bitches. going to do.” Deputies Deaville and Watters ordered the suspect to drop his knife 
which were ignored as he made aggressive movements toward the deputies, waving the knife 
forward and backward. 

He saw Deputy Cartmill arrive as the suspect moved west on the north sidewalk. As Deputy 
Cartmill exited his radio car, he heard Deaville request a taser: Upon hearing the request, he 
went to the trunk of Deputy Watters radio car and began looking for a taser. As he looked for the 
taser, hé had his back to the confrontation, he heard a taser being deployed. He looked in the 
suspect’s direction and saw that the taser had no:effect on the suspect. He turned back toward the 
trunk and continued looking for a tasef, With his back to the confrontation, he heard several 
gunshots, turned toward where he heard the gunshots and saw the suspect fall to the ground. The 
suspect was taken into custody without further incident.

Witness иш-: that at approximately 2145 hours.on the night of the incident he was driving 
home and saw Suspect Delgado parked at the intersection of 5" St. East and Kettering St. He 
stopped and he and Suspect Delgado talked in the park at that location. He said that Suspect. 
Delgado appeared “weird,” rioting that Suspect Delgado had lost a considerable amount of 
weight, was chewing on his gum veraciously and appeared ill or intoxicated. They separated and 


he went to his tesidence while Suspect Delgado remained in the parking lot of the park. When he 
exited his garage he saw Suspect Delgado walk toward thé residence of his BEEE 


‘Witness said that later that evening he heard yelling and glass breaking at Suspect 
Delgado ex-residence. He went to that location to ascertain what was happening and offer his 
assistance to Suspect Delgado’ sI After knocking and receiving no response, but hearing 
Suspect Delgado’s 1 for someone tó help her, he kicked the front door open. Inside 
that location he saw Suspect Delgado and his И fighting and he ordered Suspect Delgado to 
stop} however, Suspect Delgado ignored him and continued his assault on his | He saw 
them both enter the kitchen where Suspect Delgado armed himself with a butcher knife. Suspect 
Delgado’s И was able to leave the location with Witness [pnd went to their 
residence. Suspect Delgado followed them, but was denied entry and told by Witness uu 
not to go into his home. Suspect Delgado repeatedly told him to shoot him as he told Suspect 
Delgado to leave his residerice. 
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Witness | 0 Suspect Delgado left that location and returned to ОИ 
residence. He followed Suspect Delgado as he entered that residence and continually told him 
* drop the knife he was still carrying. When Suspect Delgado continued to refuse, Witness ш 
prayed Suspect Delgado with pepper spray. Suspect Delgado momentarily complied, 
but then lunged at him. He sprayed Suspect Delgado againwho then went into the bathroom. At 
this point Witness Г he called 9-1-1 and told the dispatcher that he sprayed Suspect 
Delgado with pepper spray. Suspect Delgado exited the residence and he followed him outside. 


Outside Witness EJ saw that the deputies had arrived and he alerted deputy personnel that 
Suspect Delgado had just been pepper sprayed and that he was armed with a knife. The deputies 
ordered Suspect Delgado to drop the knife numerous times; however, Suspect Delgado refused 
and repeatedly told the deputies to “shoot me.” He heard one of the deputies order that a taser be 
deployed and saw a taser dart strike Suspect Delgado; however, the taser had no effect. Suspect 
Delgado began to advance on the deputies with the knife in his hand and when Suspect Delgado ` 
was within ten feet of one of the deputies, the deputies fired. He heard three or four shots and 
Suspect Delgado fell to the ground. 


Witness И атса substantially the same as Witness EE up to the point she and 
‘Suspect Delgado И went to her residence. She confirmed that Suspect Delgado was 
armed with a butcher knife. After she called 9-1-1, she exited her residence and saw that it 
appeared that Witness sprayed Suspect Delgado with pepper spray. She returned 
to her residence with Suspect Dead. AA was asked about a child that was 
missing. . 


Witness | said she exited her residence and as she walked westbound on Kettering St., 
she saw the first radio cars arrive. Suspect Delgado began to walk in the middle of the street and 
demanded that the deputies shoot him, yelling numerous times, “shoot me, I want to die,” as 
deputy personnel continually instructed Suspect Delgado to drop his knife. Deputy personnel 
deployed a taser; however, she did not know if it had any effect. She stated that during the 
incident she did not have a good vantage point, but it appeared that Suspect Delgado was walking 
away from the deputies. She heard more orders from the deputies for Suspect Delgado to drop 
his knife and seconds later heard the sound of gun fire. 


wina that earlier in the evening, approximately 1930 hours, she had a conversation 
with Suspect Delgado and everything appeared to be fine. She then related substantially the 


same as Witnesses EB adding that although Suspect Delgado was armed with a knife, she 
did not feel threatened as Suspect Delgado had ample opportunity to attack them but did not. 


Witness said that she was inside the residence and looking out the window when 
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deputy personnel arrived. She said deputy personnel pointed their guns at Suspect Delgado and 
repeatedly ordered Suspect Delgado td put down his knife. At this point she exited the residence ~ 
and was ordered back into the residence by deputy personnel. As she re-entered the residénce 

she heard gun shots, turned around and saw Suspect Delgado on the ground. 


Witness Жа Suspect Délgado’s а said that she had received several harassing phone 
calls on ће day of the incident form*Suspect Delgado. She described Suspect Delgado’s 
behavior as alternating between being well behaved to verbally abusive, relating one incident 
wherein Suspect Delgado threatened her by saying, “I don’t know whether to kill you or let you 
live.” 


Witness | that she had been on the telephone and when she hung up was startled to 
find Suspect Delgado inside her residence. Suspect Delgado yelled at her, “Yeah bitch, now , 
what are you going to do. You got a gun for protection, why don’t you use it, because I have , 
nothing to live for.” Suspect Delgado attacked her by choking her into unconsciousness twice 
and punching her which resulted in her ѕиѕќаіпіпр а bloody nose. Suspect Delgado continued his 
attack by grabbing her by her hair and flinging her about the room. She was able to run into the 
kitchen.and when she looked at the knives in a block, Suspect Delgado grabbed a knife. Witness 

entered the residence and she was able to flee the location, going to Witness| 
residence. She said she heard Suspect Delgado screaming loudly as patrol personnel arrived. 
She heard Suspect Delgado yell, “I don’t have anything to live for, shoot me.” She then heard 
gunshots. , >
